COMMODOKE rEKKY IN JAPA.S. 


For 1100 years Japan was ft city whoso 


walls touched Iho sties. Ko native was per- 
mitted to leavo i no foreigner wns allowed 
to land. Bat it was reserved for tho United 
Slates to open Japau to Protestant Chris- 
tianity. It is not' twenty fivo years aineo 
Commodore Perry demanded of tho Japan- 
ese government the right to supply his ships 
and to trndo in two of the principal ports, 
and now behold the change ! Tbo dnnl of 
government has been abolished, tho Mikado 
and his queen mingle with their people, a 
preliminary Parliament exists, courts of jus- 
tice are opene-d, railroads and telegraphs 
aro in tho principal sections of tho Empire. 
A million of dollars were spent in ono year 
for lighthouses to guide tho mariner to their 
harbors. Ten daily newspapers aro pub- 
lished in Yokohama and Jeddo. 
Japan has 


a system of edncstion moro complete in its 
details than England. Moro than Ihree mil- 
lion pupils of both sexes attend the day 
schools, and in the Imperial College, in 
Jedilo, thcro are 900 students. Female 
education is n sublime-fact. In her for- 
mer condition 
she might be divorced 


for one of seven causes—if childless, or un- 
faithful, or jcalona, or sickly, or dishonest, 
or disobedient to her mother-in-law, or if 
Bbo talked loo much. The latter was tho 
most frequent cause. Bat now marriago is 
on the basis of ft civil contract and is fre- 
quently performed by tho Christian minis- 
tor. Religious liberty everywhere prevails. 
This change is due to general causes—the 
wisdom, jnslieo and Rrcanesa cf Commodore 
Ferry acd of tha diplomatists of England 
and America, hat moro lo the piety, zeal 
and learning of American missionaries, who 
lave given to Japan a Christian literature.
